THE MASTER OF A BIG OCEAN STEAM- 


ER IS NOT A PLUTOCRAT. 


Everything Considered Ho Is Poorly Paid. 


False Stories Printed—tow Wages Given 
Other Officers For Onerous Duties—Pur- 
ser and Surgeon. 


It is the general impression among 


those who do not know that the duties 
Rutl responsibilities ot the average skip- 
per of a regular liner are as many and 
onerous as the successful bank president 
and that in addition his salary ia just 
aa large. The responsibility of the one 
is about as great as the other, but -when 
it cornea to duties the sea dog has as a 
rule much more to bear, \vhile, unlike 
the bank president, his salary is as 
small as his duties are large. It may 
surprise somo^ of tho regular transat- 
lantic travelers to learn that their beau 
ideal of a sea captain who in faultless 
gold lace goes about the deck laughing 
and chatting with the tourists, patting 
tho half fare tots on the back and 
doffiug his cap to the rug clad occupants 
of an easy steamer chair between the 
time that he spends m his berth, in the 
ohartroom or on the bridge, gets little 
more money a month than the detective 
Bergeaut or the average steamboat cap- 
tain. In many instances Mr. Gold Lr.co 
jets less. 


One of the most successful lines run- 


ning between this port aud Europe pays 
its commodore, who has been over 20 
years in this particular service, £85 a 
month, or about §175. This is about §40 
H week. The other captains in this line 
tire paid the equivalent of §125 for 30 
flays' labor. Any number of matter of 
no fact stories have been printed with 
the object of bhowing that the com- 
manders of the great liners received in 
some cases stims ranging from $7,000 
:o $19,000 per year. But such talk is 
:dle. 
There is not a single captain on 


the ocean who enjoys such an income. 
That many of them deserve to is anoth- 
er matter entirely. 


In an argument that master mariners 


are well paid the point is advanced that 
the officers are fed while at sea and 
even alongside tho wharf with the best 
:hat the market affords and at the ex- 
pense of the steamship company. Yet 
30 per cent of theso well fed gold laoea 
are married and have big families that 
demand food, clothes and a home either 
lere or abroad, whether or not the ship 
is in port. This establishment costs as 
much while the master mariner is ou 
the bosom of old Neptune as it does 
when he is playing dry cob at homo for 
a short period. His going or corning 
adds or deducts little from the general 
ost. 
There are few pursers on the Atlantic 


who command a higher monthly salary 
than £10. They must have years of ex- 
perience, a host of friends and be "top 
sawyers," as they say at sea, to com- 
mand even this Cgnro. 
Unlike the 


stewards, and, iu the majority of cases, 
;he ships' surgeons, tho purser ia sel- 
dom made tho recipient of a generous 
,ip. Nobody seems able to explain why 
it is so, unless it be that the purser, 
jandling all the money of the voyage, 
which includes extra passage money, 
the receipts from the smoker made 
through thu chief steward, the wine 
Dills from the tables, all amounting to 


pretty large figure, is recognized as 


ihe financial end of the floating hotel 
and so treated accordingly. 


The smoker and its many attachmenti 


are luxuries which the captain is not 
permitted to enjoy, or if permitted rare- 
ly indulges in. Acy skipper who would 
mako himself a jolly good fellow m the 
smoker would lose tho confidence of 
those under his caio as fast as a trout 
taking a May fly. Not that his appear- 
ance there would mako him any less the 
sailor, but passengeis for some reason 
or another seem to believe that tho 
only placo 1'or the master of their ship 
is oa tho bridge or in the chartroom. 
And if they can picture him on this 
bridge in oilskins and so'wester with 
the wind and sleet aud ico blustering 
around him so much the better to the 
perfection of their idea of the practical 
and capable mariner. 


Tho poorest paid man in an official 


capacity ou a great liner is probably 
tho surgeon. Some passengers have the 
opinion that as the company pays the 
ship's doctor those using him on a trip 
are not supposed to give financial recog- 
nition to hia attenton. It is true that 
uono is obliged to, but he should. The 
demand of a doctor at sea is in nowise 
different from that demand on land. 
The steamship companies give a passen- 
ger board, lodging and transportation at 
a cost that could not be equaled on any 
railroad of the earth, when distance, 
accommodation and attention are con- 
sidered. The lusury of a doctor, while 
generally forced, is at the same time an 
auxiliary of sea travel for which the 
company receives nothing, and which, 
when freo medicines are included, as 
they invariably are, costs quite a good 
deal. Experienced ocean travelers sel- 
dom forget the surgeon when necessity 
makes them call for his attention dur- 
ing a trip. But these experienced tour- 
ists arc few and far between.—New 
York Mail and Express. 


Tho Foram of Trajan. 


A few years ago the forum of Trajan 


was used as a depositing place for oats 
which were not wanted, but aa it does 
not present the same facilities of retreal 
and hiding as the forum of Augustus 
street boys and others took every op 
portunity of stomrg the -unfortunate 
animals. Finally tho authorities, after 
many complaints, refused to allow auy 
more oats to be thrown there, and in or- 
der to get rid of those already living in 
the forum presented one to each sentry 
box on the walla of the city. They all, 
however, speedily disappeared 
from 


their new homes, some returning to the 
foot, of Trajan's oolnmn, where they 
were either killed by the street boys or 
transferred to the forum of Augustus, 
while others, It was whispered, were 
sold by the sentries for a few centimes 
to enterprising young medical students

AMENDMENTS TO TBK WAR REV- 


ENUE BILL. 


The Senate Finance Commiitee has 


made many amendments to the House 
War Revenue bill which will be very 
unpalatable to tbe gold men. Senators 
Jones of Nevada and Wolnott of Colo- 
rado join tbe Sliver Democrats in r 
ing tbe amendments. The seigniorage 
on ttie silver in the treasury, which 
amounts to $42,000,000, is to be coined, 
and provision is made for the issuance 
of greenbacks to-the amount of $150, 
000,000, whioh are to be redeemable 
upon the same terms as the greenbacks 
now in circulation. A tax is to be im- 
posed npou the earnings of railroads, 
steamboats, express, telegraph, insur 
anee, electric light, and power com- 
panies, and sugar and oil refineries. 
Legacies exceeding $50.000 are to be 
taxed, as are also banking institutions 


The minority, or gold men, of the 


Senate Finance Committee propose to 
reinsert the bond provision, but re- 
duce the amount of bonds from $500,- 
000,000, as provided for by the House 
bill, to $300,000,000. 


The enate bill us amended will bene- 


fit the whole country, as it will imme- 
diately increase thecirculating medium 
over $100,000,000 and make times de- 
cidedly better, while a bond issue will 
only increase the stringency as it will 
not add one dollar to the volume of 
monej now in existence.

then sail for a secret destination, but 
the fall of San Juaii has created grave 
apprehension at Madrid for the Span 
ish squadron. The official announce- 
ment, however, to the public is that the 
American fleet attacked San Juan but 
was "gloripusly beaten back,"

CURIOSITIES OF 
BOMBARDING. 


At Plevna it took a Russian battery 


a whole day's firing for each Turk 
killed. At Gibraltar, in 1781, 250,000 
shot aad shell were thrown, and tbf 
total killed and wonnded was only 
1,340. It took 200 shots to bit one man 
according to the figures of tbe Franco- 
German war. Even more surprising— 
into Verdun 33,000 shells were thrown, 
and only seven persons were killed. 
Fhalzburg had a similar number of 
fatalities for the 8,000 shells received 
there. Eight deaths in Bitohe were 
eaused by 25,000 shells, or 3,000 for 
each man killed. In Mizieres 300 were 
killed, but it required 198,000 shells to 
do the job. Then there was Thionville, 
into which 30,000 shells were thrown, 
with the result that two were killed, 
and finally Lonvwy, which received 
during the siege 30,000 shells without 
losing a single man. At Murfreesbor- 
ouKh it took 27 cannon shot and II-'O 
rifle ballets to bit one man, while one 
of the maxims of war since the cam- 
paign of 1870 is that it takes a ton of 
iron to kill a man.—London Correspond- 
ence N. Y. Sun. 


WAR NEWS. 


Lloyd's agent at Manila cables Lou- 


don from Hong Kong, that order at the 
Philippines is ntriotly maintained. 
The cable is on board an American 
vessel. 


The presence of the Spanish fleet in 


West Indian waters has materially 
changed the plans of the War Depart- 
ment. The assembling of 29,087 volun- 
teers has been ordered at Cbicamauga. 


It was learned that the Spanish fleet 


was sighted ofl the coast of Martinique 
on Wednesday and again Thursday 
morning. Indications were tbat a full 
supply of coal was being taken. 


A London dispatch from Havana re- 


ports an engagement between tbe Span- 
ish and insurgents in the interior nf 
the island and 1900 of the former are 
reported killed. 


The flying squadron received orders 


to go to sea and at 3:40 in the after- 
noon weighed auchor and moved out 
to sea, the flagship Brooklyn leading. 


Late dispatches confirm tbe report 


that the Spanish fleet is at Porto de 
France, Island of Martinique. 


The second Spanish fleet now at 


Cadiz is expected to sail for the Phil- 
ippines and will escort a military ex- 
pedition now being organized to re- 
capture the islands. Submarine mines 
have been laid in the entrance to the 
harbor of Cadiz as a precautionary 
measure against an attack from the 
Americans.

ward. Farther West rainfall will be 
from about to above normal.

Prof. Abbe is particularly severe on 


those who publish their forecasts in 
almanacs. My forecasts are not pubisli- 
ed in almanacs but as he also vigorously 
attacks the idea of moon influences on 
the weather I will definitely state the 
basis of my work. 


The sun, eartb, moon and planets 


are magnets, each having a complete 
internal system of magnetism. The 
sun, moon and planets affect the earth's 
magnetic system and changes in that 
system are the causes of changes in 
our weather. This I call Planetary or 
Magno-Mete orology.

Greatest Conquest Ever Effecte'd l>y One 


Battle. 


A special to the Times-Herald from 


Washington says: The representatives 
of the foreign governments are taking 
an intense interest in the conflict be- 
tween the United States and Spain 
They are specially concerned at th 
present time in the fate of the Philip 
pines and discussing the possibility o 
interference by the powers. The con 
census of opinion seems to be that i 
the United States should conclude to 
retain possession of the conquered 
islands in the Pacific, the European 
powers will have no cause to interfere. 


Attention is called to the fact that 


with tbe capture of the Philippines the 
United States can also claim the Mari- 
anne, Pelews and Caroline Islands. A 
foreign diplomat, whose opinion is en- 
titled to consideration, in discussing 
the situation, says: 


"European statesmen are very much 


gratified to note that the United States 
appears determined to handle the 
Philippine question ably and strongly. 
When the newspapers first asserted 
that only 10,000 soldiers were to be 
sent to reinforce Admiral Dewey and

make permanent the fruits of his vic- 
tory, considerable uneasiness was felt 


"It would bs a physical impossibility 


to police 8,000,000 or 9,000,000 inhabit- 
ants of Spain's oceanic colonies with 
that number of men. Under a good 
military government it would require 
10,000 for administrative 
purposes 


alone. The proposition to transport 
30,000 soldiers to this conquest is more 
like a business proposition. 


"It may surprise some Americans to 


know that Dewey's victory carries with 
it spoils of war probably larger than 
was ever decided by the issue of one 
battle. The future value and influence 
of this conquest ie almost incalculable. 
Studying the situation as it exists, we 
must assume that with the fall of the 
Philippines, the United States *will 
claim as their due, all the natural re- 
sults of such a capture. By this one 
victory the United States acquired at 
least the right of disposal of the des- 
tiny of more than nine millions of peo- 
ple. 


"Together with the Philippines RO 


the Marianne Islands and the Pelews 
and the Carolines. The Philippines 
have an area of 114,360 square miles; 
the Marianne or Ladrone Islands have 
440 square miles, and the Pelews or 
Carolines have 1,450. Stretching east- 
ward from the Philippines, these gi oups 
extend about 45 degrees of latitude. A 
little farther to the north and east are 
the Hawaiians, 
Should the United 


States then build one of the Isthmian 
canals, she will not only control the 
ocean passage, but in the most strate- 
gic portion ot the Pacific! Oceaa she 
can, as it were, cross that vast expanse 
of ocean upon her own stepping stones."

The War Department has authorized 


the statement that no orders have been 
issued to mustering officers directing 
that they accept all company and regi- 
mental officers of volunteer troops ap- 
pointed by Governors of States, regard- 
less of physical 'disabilities. lu a few 
cases, where Governors were particu- 
larly anxious to commission certain of- 
ficers wbo ordinarily would be rejected 
on the ground of physical disability, 
the mustering officers have been in- 
structed to accept the services of the 
officers; bat in each case a special dis- 
pensation has been required and a 


j special notation of the disability has 
been made for the benefit of the gov 
eminent. Hereafter it will be difficult 
for the officers so accepted tp secure a 
pension, as they will have to show 
clearly that the disability for which 
the pension may be asked, was due to 
their service in the present war. 


War Department officials are very 


much averse to the acceptance of any 
men or officers who are not perfectly 
sound physically and the exceptions 
that'have been made were in the face 
of protests of the department.

The Nevada Boys to go East to Join 


Their Kegiment. 


Colonel Torrey of the Second United 


States Volunteer Cavalry tas notified 
Captain Cox that his Troop must be at 
Cheyenne, Wyoming, which is the head- 
quarters of the regiment, next Tues- 
day evening. As now arranged the 
Troop will leave Carson this evening 
on the regular tram or possibly earlier 
in the day if they go on a special train. 


The Troop consists of Captain Cox, 


First Lieutenant Gracey, Second Lieu- 
tenant Henderson and 81 men. Many 
of them were members of the State 
Militia and all are physically sound 
and capable of enduring the ordinary 
hardships of a soldier according to the 
examining sarjzeons. Thirty-two men 
who have been enrolled and examined 
as to their physical qualifications will 
be left at Carson and will be attached 
to the First Troop of Nevada Volun- 
teer Cavalry, which will be recruited as 
soon as possible to the maximum num- 
ber authorized by the War Department. 
It is fortunate that provision has been 
made foi another troop of cavalry as 
the men who will be loft at Carson 
after a week's drilling, physical exam- 
ination, etc,, would be grievously dis- 
appointed if not given opportunity to 
go to the front. 


UNCLK SAM'S RESOURCES. 


No Need of Increasing Taxation or Is. 


suing Bonds to Proeecute the War. 
EDITOR JOURNAL:—The revenue bill 


which recently passed the lower house 
of Congress proposes to raise the 
money necessary to prosecute the war 
by increasing taxation and by issuing 
interest-bearing bonds. 


Under present and prospective con- 


ditions the issuance of interest-bear- 
ing bonds ia entirely unnecessary and 
should not be tolerated. With a treas- 
ury balance of $200,0011,000 and with 
$50,000,000 ot silver available for mone- 
tary use and with the power to issue 
full legal tenders in sufficient volume 
to carry on a war of several years 
duration, the issuance of interest-bear- 
ing bonds would be an act of robbery 
on present and future generations, 
who would be mortgaged and taxed to 
pay both principle and interest.
